1. I'm using a 10 turn pot, and I've ground down the shaft, but I can not 
get the knob to be flush with the front panel. It seems like it is hitting 
the threads on the pot itself. Anyone else run into this problem?

That's just the way things work out, the threaded porrtion of the 10T pot 
does stick out a bit. My Tuning know is abt 1/4" from the front panel. I did 
not trim the shaft. It would look neater if it were closer, but would work 
any different, so I got used to it--Give the radio it's own "homey" 
personality. ;-) 


> 2. The manual states that the moving vane side of TC1 should be grounded, 


If you look close, on the top of the board you will see that the right pad 
for TC1 has two small tabs going to the ground plane. If you installed TC1 
correctly, per silkscreen image, the moving vanes will be grounded. 


> 3. Is there a simpler AGC fix than what AD6A has on the the Red Hot Radio 
> web site. I'm not looking for something perfect, just something better 
than 

> the stock AGC.

I don't think so. It's not that difficult really, just take your time you'll 
do fine. When I built my second NC20 I installed the AGC mod straight away, 
made things "more interesting" because the manual did not account for this 
in the intermediate tests. I would not have done this if it were the first 
NC20 (for that matter most any radio) I built. It's better to make the first 
by the book, to be sure it is working right, then make mods.

Steel cabinets are the worst. The Inductor Q will drop a lot. 


With plastic, there is no risk of umbalance ( if you are matching a balanced 
transmission line), as with metal, (aluminum or copper). But you might want 
to use a choke in the input to avoid common mode currents in the coax before 
the tuner. I use a plastic cabinet and a 2 inch long 3/8" diam. ferrite 
core, from an AM radio and wound 11 double turns of 14ga enamel copper wire. 
WIthout this, the absorbtion SWR meter was very innacurate. You can fit it 
in the same box.

OK, now that I've figured out I can only post by Replying to another post, 
I'll try to at last send my comments on zero beating: 


Whoda thought there's so much to say about something as simple as zero 
beating? In the grand tradition of QRP-L issue-overkill, here's my take on 
the subject: 


CW: 


With an old-fashioned boatanchor pair (S-40, VF-1, DX-40). Turn the BFO OFF 
on the S-40 and turn the VF-1 on, tune till the CW hiss becomes a tone, then 
tune further till the pitch of that tone becomes lower and lower and finally 
zero. 


With a modern (BFO always on) CW/SSB receiver and separate VFO. Tune in the 
CW signal until its pitch becomes zero, then turn on the VFO and tune it for 
zero pitch also. Or--tune the CW signal for the desired pitch and then tune 
the VFO until its pitch matches the pitch of the CW signal. (Warning: If 
this is not a single-signal receiver, you have to be sure the VFO is on the 
correct side of zero beat with this method. ) 


Transceiver with single signal reception. The transceiver has a built in 
offset for CW. Tune in the station's signal for the pitch of the offset 
(eg--Your rig uses a 750 Hz offset, tune for a 750 Hz note) and you will be 
on frequency. Some rigs have a spot button that generates the correct tone 
you are tying to tune for, so you can match tones. If yours doesn't have 
that but has frequency readout to 100 Hz or less, zero beat the signal, then 
tune off by the offset amount (example: 750 Hz). You'll be on frequency and 
the note you hear is the correct one to look for every time. It doesn't 
really take perfect pitch to tune for the right note. If you have a sharp CW 
filter, you can just tune until the signal is the loudest and you'll be 


pretty close. 


Transceiver without single signal reception. This includes those with direct 
conversion receivers (e.g. my Ugly Weekender and Classic 40 DC Receiver) and 
those lacking sharp (usually crystal) IF filters. Tune for the correct note 
as above, but you need to know which side to tune to, since you can hear the 
other guy equally well on both sides of zero beat. Otherwise your 750 Hz 
received note will put you 1500 Hz OFF frequency instead of dead on. If your 
VFO shifts UP on transmit, then tune to the lower side of zero beat. If it 
shifts DOWN, tune to the high side. 


Transceivers with RIT: Make sure that the RIT is OFF or at zero before 
trying to zero beat or answer someone (or call CQ). Especially on Field Day! 
Reset your RIT after every QSO. 


WWV 


Always tough for me because as someone pointed out, it's often modulated by 
several continuous tones. It's hard to tell which one is the carrier! 
Especially if you have a rig without an AM detector. But look up WWV in the 
Handbook and you'll see that there are times (I think about 10 or 15 seconds 
each minute) when it's transmitting a pure carrier. Set your clock right 
first. Then wait for the pure carrier and zero beat to it. Either use the AM 
detector or zero beat your receiver to WWV's carrier first, then zero beat 
your VFO, Ft. Smith Marker Board or whatever, to that.

Why is the dipole so low? What is RG-8 mini? RG-8 X? or maybe RF-174U? 
All will work but 174U has quite a bit of loss. 


Sounds like you are not on the same frequency as the other fellow. In 
other words your offset is WRONG. Is your radio a home made one? Do you 
have someone local that can listen for you so you could hear your own 
signals on two meters coming back? If you have a BIG rig ............. 


remove the antenna ( do NOT transmit with the antenna off ) of the big 
rig and send dots with the qrp rig into antenna or dummy load, find the 
dots on the big rig! Write down both frequencies. Don't move any tuning 
knobs! 


remove the antenna or dummy load from the qrp radio and put it on the big 
rig. Turn drive control all the way to the LEFT or off position. No 
antenna on the qrp rig. Send dots on the big rig. You should hear them on 
the qrp rig. If you don't the offset is WRONG and must be fixed. How do 
we do that? 


Well, tune the qrp rig with the front knob until you hear the dots from 
the big rig. move the antenna back to the qrp rig and without moving 
either tuning knob adjust whatever sets the offset in your qrp rig until 
you can hear the dots in the big rig. They should now be both on the same 
frequency. Radios vary and I have no idea how your individual radio does 
this but the manual or instruction book should tell you. Now when you 
flip the antennas both rigs dots should be heard without any tuning!

Hi Henry, 
I'm currently using stick on laser printer transparency film. I lay out the 


panel design using Adobe Illustrator (you can use a word processor also), 
then make test prints on plain paper until I'm happy with the layout. Then 
I print it on the transparency. I buff the metal panel with fine steel 
wool, then attach the label. Then I spray it with several coats of acrylic 
lacquer to protect the lettering. Make sure the first coat is very thin- 
don't soak the lettering or it'll run (don't ask me how I know this!). 


Also, I normally make the label sheet the size of the entire panel- looks 
much neater than individual control labels. 


You can get the stick on laser transparency at art stores.

Being a mechanical engineer all my electronic training comes from 
amateur radio, which has served me very well. But right now I am in an 


argument with an electronic tech in my group about wire wrap. I learned to 
use the proper IC sockets with the square shaped pins, doing the wire wrap 
snuggly, and using dip headers for the discrete somponents such as 
resistors, caps, etc. Well, this guy is doing soming I've never seen 
before. He is inserting the discretes directly through the board and wire 
wraping around the round leads. I don't believe this is a proper wire wrap 
technique and will lead to trouble later. I have done this if I had only 
one or two discretes and then I soldered the connection, but this 
particular circuit he is building for me is about 50% discretes.

I think it is probably easier to get a superhet working right, but some of 
the recent articles about the regens really caught my eye. Especially the 
articles in the G-QRP club magazine SPRAT. 


I started tinkering around yesterday with a Doug DeMaw regen circuit. Just 
an MPF102 FET and an op amp. I never had much luck with it before, but 
yesterday I decided to see if it could turn it into something useful. 


Most of the circuit was built ugly style on a small perf board. I tacked 
the perf board, the variable caps (bandset and band spread) and the two 
pots onto a piece of 1/4 inch plywood. Used some of those tubular nut 
starters from Radio Shack as shaft extenders for the controls (to minimmize 
hand effect). Finally (not wanting to ruin my hearing by doing this blooper 
tinkering with earphones on) I attached a discarded computer speaker to the 
op amp output. 


I had a lot of fun. My tuned circuit seemed to go from about 6 mhz up to 
about 13.8 Mhz. (I had a general coverage rx on the bench and would just 
put the detector into regeneration and tune around for the signal to 
determine where the regen rx was tuning). DeMaw's circuit had a 1 K pot for 
regeneation control. I found this made it kind of tough to find the precise 
"just below oscillation" point, so I put a 25 ohm pot in series -- this now 
serves aS a regeneration fine tuning." 


Radio Japan, RCI, the BBC all sound great! 


At first I thought that this rx would be useful only for SWL stuff, but last 
night I put it on 40 CW and found that (as the SPRAT writers have been 
indicating) these little receivers have real communcation potential. 


"RX HR MPF102 OM!" "TX 2N2222" That would certainly have them scratching 
their heads!

Hello Mike - - 


Most of my electrical engineering career has been in test engineering 
of one kind or another. Often we build custom factory test sets that 
are one of a kind, and typically the interface circuits are all built 
on wire wrap boards too numerous to count. Wire wrap boards used over 
long periods of time, like 6, 8, 10, or more years, sometimes become 
more problems than they're worth. This is primarily due to oxidation 
of wire and pins causing intermittent joints. The real wire wrap pins 
are square to provide a tighter electrical joint without the need for 
soldering, and to keep the wrap from working loose too much. As the 
wire is wrapped on the pin, the square corners cut into the copper wire 
slightly, making for a good tight electrical joint. Wrapping wire ona 
round surface, depends on the tightness of the wrap only, which will 
never make as good a joint as on a square pin. I've done the same 
thing you talked about, wrapping the wire wrap wire on the component 
lead, followed by solder. This works good on universal point to point 
boards that you're not fully wire wrapping. 


In our business, when we duplicate test sets in quantity, we typically 
redesign the prototype wire wrapped boards into something more 
consistent in the long run, like printed wiring, or some other 
commercial variants. This causes way fewer problems in the long run.

Wire wrap should only be done on the square terminals designed for 

wire wrap. 

As a mechanical engineer you will probably get a kick out of how it works. 
The wire being wrapped under significant tension onto a sharp point 

(the corner of the square post) causes a pressure weld of the two 

metals. 


The result is a wire wrap connection that is more reliable than a 
solder connection. 


BTW soldering over a wire wrap connection makes it less reliable.

I like BNC's just fine, but I don't like to use the SO-239-to-BNC 
adapters to connect PL-259's to the back of my QRP rigs. The added length 
and weight of that assembly puts too much strain on the BNC jack of the 
radio. That will eventually wallow out the center contact pin of the 
rig's connector. Since many of them are LAN-type connectors soldered to 
the rig's PCB, you don't want to have to replace them. 


Instead, I make up jumper cables with a real BNC plug on one end and a 
PL-259 plug on the other end. Most of the time, I'm going to connect the 
cable from the little QRP rig to a tuner or wattmeter, so I need such a 
cable anyway. The added flexibility of this jumper cable is good, since 
it allows the QRP rig to be placed where you want it, and not be pulled 
around the desktop by a large cable such as RG-8 or even RG-8x mini coax. 


I have made up a number of these BNC-to-PL-259 adapter cables of various 


lengths. They come in handy when re-arranging the shack, hooking up 
wattmeters or tuner, or even when going QRP portable / camping. Use the 
most flexible RG-58A/U type cable you can find. Be sure it has a stranded 
center conductor. 


If you don't like putting BNC connectors on the ends of RG-58, etc., then 
buy some RG-58 LAN cables that already have the connectors on both ends. 
These are cheap and widely available. Get some in lengths that are about 
twice as long as you really need, then cut them in half and put your 
PL-259s on the cut-off ends. This works great, and cuts the time in half 
to prepare jumper cables for the rigs you own. The same idea works great 
for cables with 3.5mm (1/8" mini-phone plugs) that attach to your bug or 
paddles, since they often need lugs on the ends.
